“Only God Saved Us,” Said

“The plan was impracticable for a 
number of reasons, Admiral Sims 
declared. “It was eventually aban- 
doned, and for it was substituted a 
plan substantially the same as pre- 
viously recommended by me.” 

“Good luck” was with the depart- 
ment, he insisted, as the enemy had 
advance informtaion of the sailing of 
convoys and destrovers through the 
department use of an old and un- 
safe code. Data regarding the first 
convoy was thus obtained by the 
enemy, he said, and the transports 
De Kalb and Savannah, carrying 
thousands of troops, narrowly es- 
caped destruction. 

Admiral Sims sald he had “im- 
plored” the department to use 
British admiralty codes in sending 
news of convey movements, but 
without avail. The guccess of the 
Allies in “breaking” enemy -codes 
and deciphering the messages was 
“astounding” he added, and he had 
asSumed that the enemy Was equal- 
ly successful, although actually, it 
was later learned, the Germans did 
not have great success in breaking 
Allied codes. 

Vital facts regarding American 
convoys were discussed at social 


mittee by Rear-Admiral Sims. 
Messages exchanged by Admiral 
Benson, chief of operations, and 
Admiral Sims in July, 1918, were 
presented by the latter to correct 
“Implications” which he said Secre-

Some War Department officials 
thought that technically the mar- 
shal’s authority might still extend 
to Gen. Allen’s command. Other 
officials held that the peace treaty 
had abrogated the French leader's 
authority, at least so far as the 
Americans were concerned. | 

QUESTION ._ ACADEMIC. 

In any case, Secretary Baker's 
view appeared to render the ques- 
tion purely an academic one.

The 
coup d'etat of last Saturday gave to the 
Fatherland party the control of Berlin and 
the Federal offices; but dispatches from 
Parig are to the effect that its authority fs 


not recognized outside the capital. 


Bavaria end Saxony are reported to have 
re-established by proclamation their state 
monarchies; while soviet governments have 
been set up in some of the industrial cities. 
Prussia inclines to the Von Kapp govern- 
ment, most of whose officials are Prussians.

They know a good thing when 
they see it and they will not give up thoir 
monopoly of the farm and garden production 
of California without a struggle. But the 
only opposition that they have been able to 
stir up is that of representatives of the la- 
bor unions. 
California does not want its Japanese 
population increased. She would prefer a 
radical reduction. But California needs at 
least 100,000 farm laborers; she could use 
three times that number to advantage; and 
the only available and trustworthy sou 
is the Chinese labor supply.

ciation, made a talk to the associa- 
tion on the occasion of its annual 
meeting. In this talk, Mr. Unter- 
inyer justly criticised and condemned 
the lawyers of the United States for 
their manifest reluctance, if not 
cowardice, in declining to defend 
people charged with heinous, traitor- 
ous crimes like criminal syndicalism. 
He forcibly directed attention to 
the fact that this class of crimes 


was s0 justly unpopular, and so un- 
versally publicly condemned, that to 
be charged with their commission 
was equivalent almost to being con- 
victed therefor, with the result that 
throughout the country, 
would not undertake to defend peo- 
ple thus charged for fear of the re- 
sults to themselves. In the course 
of that splendid talk, Mr. Untermyer 
stated that it was the duty of every 
bar association, to provide a corps 
of volunteer lawyers, to undertake, 
where necessary, to defend people 
charged with such crimes in order 
that the innocent might not be 
convicted. 

There is no crime, that. in its far- 
reaching results, is so great as that 
of criminal syndicalism, or the dis- 
semination of doctrines antagonistic 
to government and governmental in- 
stitutions. There are crimes against 
individuals, that in their commission, 
demonstrate greater depravity, and 
there are crimes that in their com- 
mission outrage the community more 
than does that of criminal syndical- 
ism, but there is no crime that, in 
the end, should be so much con- 
demned. and whenever any person, 
after fair and due trial, is convicted 
of any such traiterous crime, he 
should receive the maximum punish- 
ment provided by law therefor. 
After Mr. Untermyer had con- 
cluded his address, a number of the 
leading attorneys of this city ex- 
pressed their decided approval of 
what Mr. Untermyer had said, in- 


cism and condemnation of the law-/| 
vers. because they would not, as 
officers of the court, assist in seeing 
to it, that people, charged with 
crimes of this nature were given 
proper legal assistance, in order that 
there might be no doubt but what 
they had been properly defended and 
convicted only after such proper de- 
fense. Personally, I believe that 
jevery person charged with crime is 
entitled to be represented by compe- 
tent counsel, in order that every legit- 
imate defense he may have may be 
properly and fairly presented. This 
means just what it says, namel
